Clean Streets.

The citizens of Lexington seem to
be fully alive to the advantages of
clean streets from commercial, hy-
genie and humaniturian stand polnts.
Last Friday many prominent citizens
—men and women—met to consider
this important subject. A full ae-
count of the meeting is to be found
in the Lexington Morning Herald,
Jan. 14th. Itis well worth consid-
eration.

Dr. F. O. Young was the first
spenker. Unpaved roads or old
macadam pavements, he reminded
his hearers, might trust something
to the absorbing power of the eurth,
but with our new pavewnents, dirt, if
allowed to accumulate, harbors
every disease germ until the first
gust of wind sends it on its deadly
mission. Especially, he linpressed
upon his heurers, the dread contagion
of consumption is spread, chiefly by
the accumulated dirt and floating
dust of our streets, Meeting the ob-
Jection that the city could not afford
a system of rigorous street cleaning,
he declared no economy was so false
as that which exposed its dupes to
illnvss and death. He closed by in-
sinualini that, even by an inexpen-
| sive system of municipal street clean-
ing, if conscientiously carried out,
would the untold dungers froin nc-
cumulated dirt be avoided.

Dr.Stucky traced the origin of a
great number of diseases of the eye,
ear and throat to the dust from un-
clean streets, and showed that such
diseases had Increased greatly in the
last few years. In conclusion, he
urged the vital necessity of breuthing
through the nose and keeping the
lips closed. This practice minimizes
therisk from impure atmosphere and,
to some extent, insures immuulty
from throat and lung trouble,
